SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT 



THIS AGREEMENT is made and entered into this 1$* day of SEPTEMBER, 
2013, by the School Board of Martin County, Florida (School Board) and John Fey (Fey), 

WHEREAS Fey has been and is a person employed by the School Board as a 
teacher, head football coach and Dean of Students; and 

WHEREAS, an internal district investigation concluded that there is prima facia 
evidence to support a claim that Fey committed conduct unbecoming an educator and/or 
misconduct in office for failure to make reasonable efforts to protect students from 
conditions harmful to the students' mental health, to wit: the use of inappropriate, 
profane and overly aggressive language on or about Monday September 2, 2013 with 
students in his capacity as head football coach; 

NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of mutual covenants contained herein, the 
School Board and Fey, intending to be legally bound, do hereby stipulate and agree as 
follows: 

1 . That the above statements are true and correct to the best of the parties' 
knowledge and belief. 

2. That, as a result of the forgoing, and upon the agreement of the parties: 

a. The School Board hereby imposes and Fey agrees to serve a five-day 
suspension without pay commencing September 9, 2013, through 
September 13,2013, 

b. Fey will attend and complete a mandatory management referral to the 
Employee Assistance Program (EAP) for Anger Management. 

c. Fey will be relieved of any and ail coaching duties with the MCSB and 
shall not attend any JBHS sporting events (home or away) for the 
remainder of the year. 

d. Fey will be voluntarily transferred from his current position as Dean at 
Jensen Beach High School to a teaching position within the district in 
line with Ms qualifications and certification. 

e. Fey will receive additional training in the areas of effective student 
management, conflict management and Sports supervision as deemed 
appropriate by his supervisors,

Future actions of the same or a similar nature will result in stronger 
disciplinary action being taken against Fey, up to and including 
termination, 



Fey hereby consents to the foregoing suspension without pay and waives any right 
to hearing or other procedures arising under the Constitution, the Administrative 
Procedures Act or otherwise relating to such disciplinary action, 

Fey understands that the terms and conditions of this Agreement in no way 
release him from complying with the rules, policies, regulations and procedures of the 
School Board. He is still subject to appropriate discipline for failure to comply with any 
such rule, policy, regulation or procedure. 

Fey hereby acknowledges and agrees that he has received and reviewed this 
Agreement prior to its execution, has been afforded the opportunity to consult with legal 
counsel, and that he agrees to be bound by its terms and conditions.

3140.01 - DISCIPLINARY SUSPENSION WITHOUT PAY 

For disciplinary action other than termination the School Board hereby delegates 
authority of employee suspension to the Superintendent in order to facilitate 
personnel management, to maintain an orderly and productive work environment, 
to avoid public embarrassment to employees, and to eliminate minor disciplinary 
action from the School Board's agenda.

On 9/02/2013, I, Tim Caffey, was witness to the following incident which occurred at 
Jensen Beach High School. Head John Fey spoke to the entire football team of Jensen 
Beach High School. During his speech Coach Fey emphasized that the team needed to 
get tougher mentally and physically. He stated repeatedly that players needed to bring " 
Pain" to their opponents and he would not play any player who did not want to buy into 
his philosophy. 

Coach proceeded to speak in a very stern manner using profane language such as " 
Motherfucker, fuck, damn and shit The speech was mainly directed at the way he 
wanted the kids to play with a tougher attitude mentally and physically. Coach Fey 
stated that "Going forward the kids were to direct any issues to the assistant coaches 
and not to him".

SUSPICIOUS INCIDENT 



On 09/12/2013, at approximately 2116 hours, I was dispatched to 3044 SE Darien Road, in reference to the 
complainant finding crabs in his mailbox. Upon arrival, I made contact with John Fey (reporting person) and Kristi 
Harris (other person). 

John stated he recently resigned as a football coach from Jensen Beach High School after several complaints from 
the parents for being too hard on their children. John stated he was constantly harassed by the parents, so he 
resigned. John stated this was approximately one week ago. John stated at approximately 1 100 hours, on today's 
date, he checked his mailbox and found it empty. At approximately 1900 hours, Kristi stated she stuck her hand in 
the mailbox without looking first to retrieve the mail. Kristi stated something pinched her pointer finger on her left 
hand. She immediately withdrew her hand and observed two blue land crabs inside of her mailbox. John stated he 
inspected the mailbox and found one live blue crab and one deceased blue crab. John stated he released the live crab 
into the grass and discarded the deceased crab in the nearby wooded lot. John stated he did not have a specific 
suspect in mind, but believes it could be one of the parents from his students at Jensen Beach High School. John 
requested the incident be documented to assist him in his open lawsuit against Jensen Beach High School. Kristi 
stated her finger was slightly numb, but she was not injured and refused rescue. I explained to both John and Kristi 
that the incident would be documented as a suspicious incident, but that I did not have a crime or any information, for 
further follow-up.
